Act of Congres* approved lleeember 
17th.. I'.'ll. pr.n idea that on and after 
March 1st. pil... every person who pro- 
duces, imports, manufactures, coin 
pounds, deals in. dispenses, sells, dis- 
tributes or gives away opium or coca 
leaver or any compound, inanul act lire, 
salt derivative; or preparation thereof, 
shall reglater with the Collector of 
Internal Kcvenuc. bis place of business 
and procure a special tax stamp, which 
costs Hi cents from March 1st. to June 
rati IMIt and ll.isi for each yearly 
period after that date. The penalty 
for failure to comply with the law is a 
Hue at not more than $2000 and im-

•r both, in the discretion of the court.
